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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
0791688. 

EP 0791688 discloses all that is recited in the claims (see pages 3-4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on April 8, 2005, have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

- Applicant argues that the EP '688 reference, does not recognize the effect 
brought about by a combination of a burn adjusting agent and a certain amount of 
calcium carbonate as instantly claimed, neither does it disclose or suggest the "visible 
sidesfream smoke" as defined in the present invention. However, the Examiner argues 
that since the EP '688 reference discloses a cigarette wrapper paper having the same 
content of calcium carbonate and burn adjusting agent, the decrease in visible 
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sidestream smoke would necessarily follow when a cigarette including the claimed 
wrapper is smoked. Where the claimed and prior art product is identical or substantially 
identical in structure or composition, a prima facie case of either anticipation or 
obviousness has been established. In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 
430,433 (CCPA 1 977). In other words, when the structure recited in the reference is 
substantially identical to that of the claims, the claimed properties or functions are 
presumed to be inherent.
